PARTS, Dec, 26—Known fatalities 
inSeturday nighit’s railway disaster 
reached 199 today with the death of 
three more victims, including an un- 
identified man, in Paris hospital. 

Of the total number killed only three 
persons remained unidentified at noon, 
they were two women and a man. 
Meanwhile an investigation was press- 
ed into the worst train wreck in the 
history of France. 

At least 10 of the survivors of the 
crash of the Strasbourg flier into the 
fogbound Nancy express 17 miles from 
here were reported near death from 
infections. 

Qaciene Daudigsy, engineer of the 
flier, and Henry Charpentier, the fire- 
man, were held in prison at Meaux, 
charged with homicide by imprudence. 

Only with the lifting of the fog at 
dawn, Sunday was the full horror of 
‘tthe worst rail disaster in the history 
of France completely disclosed. Three 
hundred injured jammed Paris hospi- 
tals and institutions and private homes 
in Lagny and surrounding towns. 

The accident happened at 8:16 Sat- 
urday night at Pomponne, near here 
15 miles east of Paris, The steel] flier 
struck the wooden Nancy express from 
the rear. ' 

The engineer and fireman denied 
the signals were set against them. 
They said they were no more than 
60 feet from the Nancy when they 
saw its rear lights piencing the fog. 
Exhausted rescue workers toiled in 

zero weather, sifting the frightful 
tangle of splintered wooden and steel 
car beams, the latter being twisted 
ke soft wire, in search of more vic- 
tims, 

Tracks in the section were strewn 
with Christmas gifts. “It was hor- 
rifle, horrible,” was all most gurviv- 
ors could say.

Bdmonton—At the end of the cur- 
rent month the Dominion cow-testing 
and inspection service will be discon- 
‘inued as an economy measure to save 
about $10,000 a year, according to in- 
formation received by Hon, George 
Hoadley, Minister of Agriculture and

This service has been carried on for 
the last several years, testing cows 
for milk and fat produwetion. The 
c4rvice has been given free to mem- 
be; of tho Cow Testing Association. 

Three inspectors have been work- 
ing out from this city, Red Deer and 
Calgary, and a complete check-up has 
been made in weight and quality of 
milk and records have been kept of 

each individual cow.

bune, and well known as a speaker 
in Western Canada. He declared at 
the recent annual dinn_r of the Minn- 
eapolis Traffic Club that radical ac- 
tion of this kind would provide ithe 
quickest and most effective way to 
restore a profitable exchange value to 
agricultural products and to 
a measure of farm prosperity in 
northwestern states.

Ailments Of O'd Sol 


Astronomer Calls New Cycle Of 
Spots Solar Bolls 

Although Old Sol is a heavenly 
body, nonetheless it too has its ail- 
ments. 

Solar boils. 

That was the description given at 
Santa Clara, California, by Dr. Al- 
bert J. Newlin, director of the Ricard 
Memorial Observatory, Santa Clare 
University, In commenting on the 
new cycle of spots on the sun. 


Among the distu: which will 
be noted these spots, rding to 
Dr. Newlin, are distor radio re- 
ception, possiblé disruption of the 


telephone and telegraph service, and 
@ general lowering of temperatures 
the world over. 

“Those spots have the appearance 
of huge volcanic cones, or boils, 
which belch forth gaseous currents 
of tremendous heat, producing an ef- 
fect on éarth which manifests itse'f 
in disrupting or disturbing magnetic 
terrestrial conditions,” Dr. Newlin 
said. “The result is a distertion of 
radio waves and interruption of tele- 
phone and telegraph communication. 

“The cycle usually runs for a per- 
fod of about ten or eleven years, 
reaching its maximum at the fourth 
or fifth years, and,” Dr. Newlin add- 
ed, “at the cycle’s maximum, weath- 
er conditions are generally cooler, 
warming up again as the cycle runs 
toward its minimum.”

Roman Catholics In Britain Com-

Roman Catholics in Great Britain

Canada’s Oat Production 


Bulk Of Yield Is. Consumed Where It 
Is Grown 

Oats do not claim as much atten- 
tion as wheat for the reason that 
| they do not enter so largely into 
world trade. About 98 per cent. of 
the 4,500,000,000-bushels production 
is consumed on the farm where 
grown or at nearby points. 

Their value for feeding lies-in the 
high percentage 4.4, of fat and of 
protein, 12.4. Oats rank with wheat 
in protein content and are higher 
than wheat and barley in fat content. 

According to a recent report pre- 
pared by the Dominion Bureau of 
"Statistics the acreage of oats in Can- 
ada from 1926 to 1932 was slightly 
over thirteen millions which is only 
about half of the area devoted to 
wheat. 

Of the 1932 crop, 33.3 per cent. 
was grown in Saskatchewan, 20.6 
per cent. in Alberta and 11.2 per cent.

A paper read before the society of 
antiquaries revealed the inquest had 
been conducted by Professor W!liam 
Wright, dean of the London hospital, 
who was authorized by the dean of 
Westminster to open the burial urns| 
and examine the bodies of the two 
princely boys, Edward, Prince of 


Wales, and the youthful Richard, 
Duke of York. 
Professor Wright estimated the 


boys’ ages at 10 and 12 years, from 
which he gathered they could not 
Have been alive at the time of the 
battle of Bosworth and that, there- 
fore, Henry VII., in France until that 
conflict, could have had no hand in 
their deaths. 

The professor said Edward suffer- 
ed from a serious dental disease and 
that a stain of blood across his face 
bones afforded evidence he had met a 
violent death. 

He said the boys were unusually 
tall for their ages, one skeleton 
measuring 4 feet, 9 inches, and the 
other 4 feet, 6% inches. He pointed 
out, however, their father, Edward 
IV., was three inches over the six- 
foot mark in height. One of the boys, 
he said, had. an abnormal tear duct, 
showing he had “cried his eyes out.”

For Purpose 

When you go fishing In Madagas- 
car you don’t always use a rod and 
hook, you just get a ptece of stout 
line and a fish called a hamby, all 
alive and wriggling, and let him do 
the fishing for you! This strange in- 
habitant of the sea, is about as long 
as @ man’s arm and its back fin is 
just like a brush, covered with a thin 
layer of some sticky liquid like gum. 
When this brush fastens on to an- 
other fish, that unlucky fellow is held 
fast and secure, and the fisherman 
who is using the hamby, just hauls 
in the line, detacheg the captured fish, 
and puts his ‘swimming hook” in the 
water again!

Spain has one of the largest and 
most efficient secret police forces in 
Europe, bu'lt up by Primo de Rivera, 
and maintained and strengthened by 
his successors. 

All the criminals and most of the 
potential criminals in the country are 
spotted and are arrested when and if, 
the necessity arises. Foreign anarch 
fsts and criminals who slip do 
over the border to Barcelona are 
most of them well known to the 
Spanish police. j

Railroad President Predicts That Gas 
Will Replace Steam 

The days of steam locomotive, with | 
its belching smokestack and hissing 
cylinders, are definitely numbered, in 
the opinion of Fred Sargent, presi- 
dent of the Chicago and Northwest- 
ern Railroad. 

Single unit gas and electric loco- 
motives of various designs will grad- 
ually supplant the iron horse in both 
suburban and long haul service, Sar- 
gent believes. The single unit system 
{s more practical, flexible and econo- 
mical than either steam or a com- 
prehensive centrifugal electrified sys- 
tem. 

“Elaborate studies made by West- 
inghouse and General Electric show 
that it would cost at least $60,000,- 
000 to electrify the three suburban 
branches of the Northwestern with a 
fixed power plant system,” said Sar- 
gent. 

“I predict that within eight or ten 
years, possibly sooner, the gas unit 
{or oil-electric engine, will be so far 
developed that it will take the place 
of steam on American railways.”

Calla-stated .at..Ottawas, The first 
scient:fi€ assistance which farmers 
might expéct.was “towards better 
adapted varieties produced by plant 
breedérs.” The second was “towards 
improved fertilizing practices based | 
on scientific information.” 

Dr. McCalla spoke at a meeting 
of the Biology Club. For some years | 
a member of the associate commit- | 
tee on grain research of the nat’on-| 
al research council, he has been sta- 
tioned at Edmonton. 


The highest protein wheat grown | 
in western Canada, it had been! 
known for some time, came from. the | 
dricr, south-central portion of the 
plains, Dr. McCalla stated. 

In recent years, evidenc2 had been | 
accumulating thet.the quality as well 
as the quantity of tae protein tended | 
to be depreciated as the crop was 
pushed into the more northern dis- 
tricts, unless well adapted varieties 
were grown. 

“But what has not been realized 
until the present season,” he con- 
tinued, “is that the keeping quality! 
of the flour also may be affected by 
the conditions under which the wheat 
is grown.” 

During the course of experiments 
to test the milling and baking qual- 
ity of rust, .and smut-resistant | 
wheats produced at the University 
of Alberta, he proceeded, it became 
clear that only wheats with special 
characteristics, not hitherto recog- 
nized, couid b2 grown satisfactorily | 
on the wooded soils which made up 
so large a proportion of northern Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan. When a 
series including the new varities and, 


others commonly grown in the prairi:> | 
provinces was grown both at Ed,- 
monton, on black soil, and at Fallis 
about 50 miles west, on grey, wooded | 
soil, and samples compared, “very 
striking differences’’ were found.

bread quality when grown at Fa'l's.

The fact that some varieties do, 
maintain both their initial quality) 
and the'r quality after storage, 
even when grown under these ad- 
verse conditions, Dr. McCalla con- 
tinued, was of great importance to 
the plant breeder, who must now di- 
rect his effort to producing varieties 
which possessed this valuable char- | 
acteristic. In the meantime, cereal 
chemists, including himself, were 
bend'ng their effort to explain the 
cause of the differences found. 

By his own work, it had_ been 
shown that the nutrition of the wheat 
plant affected the quality of the Brain 
very directly. The amount of soil ni- 
trogen available to the crop deter- 
mined very largely the quantity of 
protein in the kernels but apparently 
had little effect on its quality. 

This depended on the availabilty | 
of certain mineral elements like po- 
tassium and calcium. The elucidation 
of these factors, Dr. McCalla de- 
clared, obviously will have an import- 
ant bearing on fertilizing practices.

Little Fear Of Being Served A Baa) © 


Egg Under Ohecking System 

Due to the system of government 
inspection, residents in Canada and 
the millions of tourists that visit the 
Dominion annually need have little 
fear of being served a bad egg in any 
form. There igs a constant check on 
every store and dealer throughout 
the country by a staff of qualified 
inspectors. 

Important amendements, , whereby 
further protection is affored to both 
producers and consumers, have re- 
leently been made in the egg regula- 
tions. The new grades consist of 
A-1" “A,” “B,” and “C,” in place of 
“Specials,” ‘Extras,” “Firsts” and 
“Seconds.” The words ‘New Laid” 
may be applied only to grade “A-1,” 
and the word “fresh,” or any equiva- 
lent of that word, to grades “A-1,” 
and “A.” 

Grades “A-1” and “A” are divided 
respectively into three classes, large, 
medium, and pullet, and all eggs 
possessing the quality of “Grade A” 
may be sold in that grade irrespec- 
tive of size, but the eggs of different 
sizes must be packed separately, with 
the size indicated on the container. 
As grade “A-1” is a super grade, the 
packing of eggs of this grade may be 
done only by producers authorized by 
the Canadian Government Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Storage eggs 
are not permitted to be sold in a 
higher grade than “B.” 

“B” grade consists of reasonably 
clean eggs, sound in_ shell; eggs 
weighing less than the rate of 22 
ounces to the dozen must not be 
graded in “B.” There are two classes, 
large (24 ounces) and medium (22 
to 24 ounces.) 

“C” grade consists of all eggs be- 
low “A” and “B” grades but which 
are fit for human consumption. 

When the standard grades for eggs 
were first legalized in 1915 there 
were very few eggs in Canada of 
sufficiently good quality to be grad- 
ed as Extras, and at that time the 
grade ‘Firsts’ represented the best 
quality available in commercial quan- 
tities.

The human freight after two weeks 
of seasickness, will find itself 4,000 
miles from the homeland w:th sl:ght 
chance of ever seeing it again. There, 
hemmed in by tropical jungles infest- 
by snakes and wild animals, the voy- 
agers will rejoin 673 who shuffled out 
of the island pen‘tentiary here on 
September 29 for the same destina- 
tion. 

Gathered in large part from 
France’s far-flung colonies of Africa 
and the Orient, the exiled convicts 
included Hindus, Arabs and Chinese, 
black men, brown and yellow min- 
gled with Europeans of assorted na- 
tionality convicted of crimes com- 
mitted on French soil. 

A gigolo, condemned to expiate the 
slaying of a woman who had shared 
his affections with another, marched 
to the ship with hardened criminals 
who killed unromantieally for money. 

There were 250 convicts aboard, on 
the way they will be joined by 400 
more from Algiers.

Over Two Billion Dollars Expended 
For This Purpose Last Year 
No less than $2,450,000,000 was ex- 
pended last year on the public social 
services of the United Kingdom, in- 
cluding such benefits as unemploy- 
ment insurance, widows’ and former 

service-men’s pensions. 

The total for the year 1900 for 
these services was $306,000,000. After 
1910 there was a sudden jump to 
$1,530,000,000 when the national in- 
surance system was instituted. 

Figures for the latest available 
year indicate more than 12,000 000 
are directly benefiting from the un- 
employment insurance funds and 18,- 
000,000 from the health tMmsurance.
